CHECK ON TRUCKS 


MOVING TO BERLIN | 


HELMSTEDT, Germany, Jan. 
24 (AP)—The Russians appeared 
today to tighten their grip on 
Berlin-bound truck traffic after a 
slight re relaxation of their “little 
blockade” measures. 

Only six to eight German trucks 
an hour got past the Russian 
guards on the way to Berlin this 
morning, compared with the 10 
to 12 trucks that were getting 
through hourly last night. 

West-bound trucks from Berlin, 
however, were passing this border 
point between the British and 
Soviet zones without difficulty. 
German and Western Allied mili- 
tary trains also cleared the fron- 
tier on schedule. 

The Soviet frontier guards im- 
posed their slow-down on truck 
traffic to Berlin last weekend, 
apparently in retaliation for a 
short-lived American move to 
take over the vacant part of a 
Berlin railway building.

It could 
not be determined whether the 
new squeeze was due to tighten- 
ing of the “little blockade” or 
merely to the change of Russian 
guards without new orders.

General Motors Says 
Some Mills Supplying 
It May Close — 75,000 
Miners Stil] Out. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 24 
(AP)—The long tentacles of the 
coal strike stretched into the steel 
industry today and squeezed 500 
workers out of jobs. 

The walkout of 75,000 United 
Mine Worker members forced 
Crucible Steel Company of 
America to reduce operations at 
its Midland, Pa., plant. Crucible 
laid off 500 workers and said it 
might lay off 500 more by the 
end of the week if the coal 
shortage continues. 

At the same time, a General 
Motors spokesman said his firm 
has been notified by steel com- 
panies that they may have to shut 
down this week for lack of coal.

HOLZHAUSEN PUTS LOTTERY 
COSTS HERE IN MILLIONS 


All Suffer Except Promoters, Police Board 
Head Tells Business Men — Lid Is On 
in St. Louis, He Says. 


Professional gamblers and pro~- 
moters cost legitimate business in 
St, Louis millions of dollars a 
year, President William L. Holz- 
hausen of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, told directors of 
the Better Business Bureau today. 
He added that “the lid is on pro- 
fessional gambling” in St. Louis. 

Holzhausen, speaking at a 
luncheon at the Missouri Athletic 
Club, warned that “one of the 
biggest mistakes business men 
make is to believe that what pro- 
fessional gamblers and promoters 
do is none of their business.” 

“The largest part of the money 
gamblers and promoters take out 
of this community should be spent 
with the butcher, the baker and 
the corner grocer,” Holzhausen 
continued. “The money comes 
from the pocket of the average 
working man, who should be 
spending it on the needs of his 
family. Everyone suffers, except 
the professional gambler and pro- 
moter.” 

The Police Board president 
used the recent automobile raffle, 
conducted by New York promo- 
ters in the name of the American 
Legion, as an example of an or- 
ganized promotion. “We warned 
the people in whose name this 
scheme was being promoted, but 


they went ahead and about $30,000 
was milked out of our community 
by New York promoters. The 
appeal was emotional, the name 
of the organization was good and 
the public kicked in. In some 
cases people bought books of 
chances with a major part of their 
weekly salary. A large number 
of their tickets didn’t even. get in 
the lottery-wheel.” The police 
g@mbling squad raided the raffle. 
On the question of professional 
gambling Holzhausen assured his 
listeners that “the lid is on, and 
every big time gambler in the 
country is watching for any little 
relaxing of our program. We hope 
they keep watching, for then they 
will know that our police mean 
business and that business is to 
keep St. Louis a clean city.” * 
’ Directors of the Better Business 
Bureau, by resolution, commend- 
ed the police for their stand 
against organized gambling and 
reaffirmed the bureau’s policy 
pledging the 1800 members of the 
organization to avoid the use of 
lotteries or other “gift devices’ 
in the conduct of their business. 
Among the reasons for the stand 
is that “usage of any lottery de- 
vice by a reputable organization 
establishes a precedent held up 
by the fraudulent operator as jus- 
tification and excuse for the pro- 
motion of illegal lottery schemes.”

In disclosing the Treas De- 
partment plans a crackdown-—if 
given funds for additional agents 
—on tax evaders in the bracket of 
individuals making between $7000 
and $25,000 a year, T. C. Atke- 
son, Assistant Internal Revenue 
Collector, told the House Appro- 
priations Committee, that the 
middle-income group makes nu- 
merous “errors” in computing 
tax liability. 

George J. Schoeneman, com- 
missioner of revenue, told the 
committee that tax audits during 
the fiscal year 1949 brought in 
$1,891,679,000 which might other- 
wise have been missed. 

But most of these audits, he 
said, affected individuals in 
higher income groups. Only 17.8 
per cent of the returns on in- 
comes in the $7000 to $25,000 
group and only 3.9 per cent of 
those under $7000 are now being 
so closely checked. The larger 
the income, the more likely a 
check-up. 

Treasury officials said they 
have found that seven out of 
every 10 returns checked in the 
upper groups are found to be 
erroneous, with the errors gen- 
erally in favor of the taxpayer. 

They estimated that the Gov- 
ernment gleaned $8.40 for each 
dollar spent on extra enforce- 
ment persorinel in the 1949 
check. 

A spot check showed that out 
of 53,000,000 individual tax re- 
turns filed last year on 1948 in- 
come, 13,600,000 contained errors 
on the basis of preliminary cém- 
putations. Not all of the 13,600,000 
were audited.

We went to Berlin in 1945, 
thinking only of the Russians as 
big, jolly, balalaika-playing fel- 
lows, who drank prodigous quan- 
tities of vodka and liked to wres- 
tle in the drawing room. 


We know now—or should 
know—that we were hopelessly 
naive. You can’t do business 
with the Russians except . on 
their terms, which means com- 
plete surrender of all the ideals 
Americans have lived by since 
our country was founded. They 
can’t be trusted. 

They will promise anything, 
sign anything, provided it bene- 
fits them, and will scrap the 
pledge the moment it doesn’t. 


American business life is 
carried on largely by checks, 
which imply trust. The Rus- 
sians are ideologically inca- 
pable of such a system, because 
they would dishonor their sig- 
natures the next day—if it hap- 
pened to be expedient. 

Let’s forget evasive parlia- 
mentary rhetoric. We must 
not get lost in sonorous phrases 
like Winston Churchill’s “ter- 
minological inexactitudes?” 

The Russians are the world’s 
most colossal liars, swindlers, 
and cutthroats, and there is no 
reason to think they will change. 

The: will smother you with 
pleasant words and steal your 
shoes. 

It is all very well poking our 
heads in the clouds and saying 
the Russians are misunderstood, 
or airily contending they live by 
another code.

Three Plans Under Study by U.S. 
To Supply Capital to Small Firms 


One Is Insurance Setup Similar to FHA — 


Revision of Federal Reserve and Invest- 
ment Banks Considered.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 


DMINISTRATION thinking on financial aids fo small business, 
not yet crystallized to the point at which legislation can be 
drafted, is proceeding along three main channels. 


‘One, promoted by Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer, is an insur- 
ance plan similar to that for home 
improvement loans insured by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, to” encourage commercial 
banks to lend money for capital 
expenditures such as purchase or 
modernization of plants, and pur- 
chase of tools @nd equipment. 

Under consideration also is a 
revision of the Federal System’s 
powers, to repeal its existing but 
little used authority to make 
direct working capital loans to 
industry and substitute authority 
to guarantee 90 per cent of loans 
made for that purpose by member 
banks. A bill to do that is pend- 
ing in the Senate. 


A third plan, advanced by Dr. 
A. D. H. Kaplan, senior staff 
member of the Brookings Institu- 
tion and favored by Leon 
Keyserling, acting chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, is for organization of 
capital hanks to provide venture 
capital for small business enter- 
prises. 

Plans May Be Combined. 


The plans are not mutually ex- 
clusive, but one or the other, or 
a combination of the three could 
emerge as the plan for “aids to 
independent business so that it 
may have the credit and capital 
to compete in a system of free 
enterprise” which President Tru- 
man set up as an objective ir his 
State of the Union message,

Interest would be computed on 
a discount basis, 5 per cent an- 
nually, and thefe would be an 
additional charge to the borrower 
for insurance, as In FHA loans. 
The insurance charge would be 
perhaps 144 per cent. 

These loans would be made by 
private banks. They would be 
protected by the insurance plan, 
which would guarantee 10 per 
cent of the aggregate of such 
loans made by a bank. If a bank, 
for instance, were to make a 
total of $500,000 of such loans, it 
could resort to the insurance 
fund to protect it against loss up 
to $50,000. 

This proposal différs. from the 
Federal Reserve 90 per cent loan 
guarantee in its approach. Under 
the Federal Reservé plan/ the 
bank which lent the money would 
be assured of getting back at 
least 90 cents on the dollar on 
any particular loan. Under the 
Sawyer insurance plan the bank 
lending the money would get 
back 100 cents on the dollar, so 
long as the total defaults on its 
loans of this type did not exceed 
10. per cent of the total lent by 
the bank for such purposes. 


Administrative Setup. 

The Sawyer plan would be ad- 
ministered by some existing 
ernment agency, probably. the 
construction Finance Corporation 
or the Federal Reserve System. 
The agency chosen, or some other 
one, would also provide a sec- 
ondary market for these loans, 
buying them from the original 
lenders, just as the RFC now 
buys FHA-insured home mort- 
gages through the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association. 

Whatever government agency 
was selected to administer the 
plan would not review loans be- 
fore they were made. Certain 
basic standards would be set out 
in the law, and within that frame- 
work, private banks woukd have 
the sole discretion in granting 
loans. 

The objective is a self insur- 
ance plan, ultimately costing the 
Government nothing from losses 
or administrative costs.

Chairman Wayne Coy of the Federal 
Communications Commission made several 
references to excise taxes before a sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee on March 7, 1949. These refer- 
ences were: “We at the Commission think 
it is an atrocious thing to have a tax on a 
communication system today. here was 
reasonable ground for it when it was de- 
sired to curtail’communications so as to 
keep within our capacity during wartime.

The National Association of Railroad 
and Utilities Commissioners passed reso- 
lutions in their 1948 and 1949 anrijal 
conventions favoring repeal or reduction 
of federal excise taxes on transportation 
and communication services.

Be- 
fore the war the expenses had 
gone up until, in the case of the 
Cardinals, an annual total of 
600,000 was necessary to break 
even or have a fair season in 
the bookkeeping department. 

Taking issue with the play- 
er's expectation of further in- 
creases in baseball salaries, 
Taylor Spink’s Sporting News 
* guggests in a -page piece in 
the latest that the ceiling 
has been reached and that only 
the agreement with players is 
saving some of the stars from 
deep cuts. 

Attendance, of course, will 
tell the story, and it is prob- 
able that there will be more 
clubs with smaller crowds in 
1950 than clubs with increased 
attendance. And a sudden drop, 
in some places, could be dis- 
astrous. It is likely that this 
year most of the major league 
clubs will have higher payroll 
tofals than ever before. 


Useurse in Sports 
Usually Follows War. 


S we see the baseball pic- 
A ture there are two big fac- 

tors that caused the in- 
creased prosperity in: the busi- 
ness in recent years. The big 
‘ factor was the increased inter- 
est in sports following World 
War Il. There was a similar 
‘trend after the first big world 
scrap. Postwar crowds swarmed 
into baseball parks and prize 
‘ fight arenas. 

The second big factor and the 
most important in St. Louis was 
night baseball. Despite all the 
glamour of the C and 
their consistent performance— 
they haven't finished worse 
than second since 1940—there is 
so much difference between the 
afternoon and night attendance 
potential that even for the open- 
ing game of the season, Fred 
Saigh will turn on the flood- 
lights. 

It is true that the club’s pub- 
lic relations are at a new high, 
but if the Cardinals were to go 
back to the old routine of all 
afternoon games, we'd wager 
that the 1950 season would not 
be a prosperous one. Full page 

_ ads in all newspapers and maga- 
zines and a coast-to-coast radio 
hook-up, plus a lot of televi- 
sion, couldn’t do for the Car- 
dinals what night baseball has 
done. 

Under the Breadon owner- 
ship, the club was beginning to 
reap the post-war and flood- 
light harvest. Remember it was 
in 1946 that the Cardinals for 
the first time drew more than 
1,000,000. cash customers at 
home. Most of the service men 
were back home, weary of fox 
holes, garbage scows, powdered 
eggs and canned wienies. ~In 
their happy new freedom from 
routine and brass, they jammed 
the ball parks. 

In 1945, the total ey 
at major league games was 10,- 
951,000 and in 1948 the total 
almost doubled, as 20,292,000 
persons paid to enter big league 
parks. Yes, we'd say that night 
baseball and the war had done 
a tremendous selling job.

hitting Champion Freddie Mills of Britain, at London's Earls Court. 


Maxim weighed in a pound-and-| 
a-quarter heavier than Mills to- 
day. - The American champion 
weighed 174% pounds, while 
Mills weighed 173. 

The light hitting maxim is a 
slight choice over Mills in the 15- 
round championship fight because 
of his advantages of youth, reach 
and boxing skill. 

Maxim, 27, stands 6-feet, 1-inch 
and has been sharpening his light- 
footed attack for the past year.’ 
He is three years younger and 
three inches taller than the bushy- 
browed . Mills. The Briton has 
fought several times, but never in 
defense of his crown since he won 
it from Gus Lesnevich of Cliffside 
Park, N.J., at London’s White 
City Stadium in July 1948. 


Maxim trained well and 
snapped his left like a bullwhip 
when he wound up his prepara- 
tions during the weekend with a 
sparring session against Mark 
Hart, one of Britain's bétter 
light-heavyweights. 

London newspapers have been 
ballyhooing Maxim and the Amer- 
ican would be a heavier favorite 
except for the fact that Mills is 
one of Britain’s most popular 
sports. personalities. British fans 
have not forgotten that the Mills- 
Lesnevich go was a farce happily 
forgotten in the preparations for 
the 1948 Olympic Games, but the 
champion’s friends have kept the 
odds on Maxim from soaring.

Notes of Efficient Heating. 


FTER a furnace has been in « 


operation a few months it be- 
gins to get a little inefficient. 
This is not due to fatigue or any- 
thing serious but is caused by the 
soot and fly ash collecting on the 
heating surfaces. These materials 
have a very nice insulating value 
and they protect the surfaces that 
you want to be heated from the 
fire. There is no easy way to re- 
move these except to brush them 
off. They do not respond very 
pe to chemicals tossed into the 
What you have to do is wait for 


a mild day when you can either - 


put the fire out or turn it down 
low for a few hours. Now get 
hold of a nice long-handled brush 
and start cleaning the flue sur- 
faces. You can get at them by 
opening the furnace clean-out 
doors. Start at the highest point 
and work down and do as thor- 
ough a job as you can. Some of 
the ash and soot can be raked out 
and the rest will fall down into 
the firepot and ash pit.

CORRESPONDENT asks who 
was to blame in the follow- 


ing deal, North or South, for 
reaching contract that returned a 


East opened a low heart, and 
although declarer (North) found a 
position of trumps that let him 
lose only one trick in that suit, 
he also had to give up two dia- 
monds and a club, and thus suf- 
fered a one-trick defeat. 

According to my correspondent, 
most of the other North-South 
pairs stopped at two or three 
spades. and made 140 points, and 
so the match-point score of this 
particular North-South was ex- 
ceedingly slim. Hence, the peren- 
nial question: Whose fault was it? 


Actually, no severe criticism is 
in order, of either partner. Let's 
review the bidding: 


The first round speaks for it- 
self. Then, over South’s one-no- 
trump rebid, it is plain that 
North had a good two-spade rebid. 
Next, South’s repetition of the no- 
trump suggestion was logical, 
since he had not used up all of 
his potential values. 


So far—so good. It was over 
the two-no-trump call that the 
fate of the hand devolved square- 
ly on North. Three conceivable 
actions were available at this 
juncture. North could bid three 
spades, four spades, or three no- 
trump. (A pass was not to be 
considered.) ‘ 


Three spades was a shade con- 
servative, in view of South's 
game-mindedness; and a leap to 
four spades was obviously opti- 
mistic.
